Vancouver reached its 
day evening when a dozen hold-ups 
and robberies took place in various 
sections of the city.

Curious Labor Case, 

A curious laber case growing out 
of the taxicab strike, which had great- 
ly interfered with traffic in Paris for 
a month past, has been submitted to 
the French court of commerce by 
several companies, thousands of whose 
chauffeurs are still out. 

The success of the Strike is due to 
to the fact that numbers of the in- 
dividual taxicab owners who drive 
their cwn machines, contributed $1 
a day to the chauffeurs, for which 
they receive a union card, authorizing 
them to work, The companies claim 
that the scheme constitutes disloyal 
competition and permits of an dnde- 
finite continuance of the strike against 
the interests of the public. They ask 
for the issuance of a restraining in- 
junction. The companies assert that 
their leases during the month amount 
to $400,000.

Dr, Horning is one of the _ best 
known students of German affairs on 
the continent and his first hand 
knowledge of the conditions existing 
inthe Germany of today as given to 
the members of the club in his hour's 
address proved of a very enlightening 
nature, Of an optimistic ngture fere 
Dr. Horning’s remarks regarding the 
relations tetween England and Ger- 
many. The close relations between 
two great nations in many lines made 
for peace to a greater extent than any 
fiscal differences or trouble with re- 
ference to colonization might counter 
balance in tho direction of war, 

“It is not possible to think that 
these great Teutonic nations with the 
same high ideals, the same love of 
home, justice, right and God and the 
same high thought can come to war," 
he sald, “They cannot be separate and 
must be together if they are to con- 
tinue their parts in the affairs of the 
world,”

In the past 
when Canada was undeveloped, all the 
requirements of the trans-Atlantic 
trade were met by the present ser-
